July 3. when the memorial to the 
soldier-sons 
of

Carolina, 
who fought and died in the battles 
here, is unveiled and dedicated. 
The huge bronze cast 
of

memorial, weighing five anti one-

tons, 
was 
unloaded 
this 
morning 
from

brought it here from New York 
city, with Mr. Borglum 
directing 
the work.
